On the tenth of June, 1929, just 
four months before the start of

WEED CONTROL IN CORN AND 
SOY BEANS 


Want to control broadleaf weeds 
in corn that is around the lay-by 
stage? You can do a good job with 
2 4D on such weeds “Há ‘cockle- 
bur, morning glory, coffeeweed 
and ragweed. 

Befora corn is 12 inches tall, 
spray broadcast with using 4 
‘pound of 2, 4D in 10 to 20 gal. 
lons of water per acre. After the 
corn is taller than 12 inches use 
drop nozzles and spray over the 
tops of the weeds keeping as 
much of the material off the eorn 
as possible. Raise the rate of ap- 
plication to one-half pound of 2, 
4-D to the acre.-Do not use 2, 4-D
